Our  readers  will  recall  a  recent 
editorial  in  which  we  suggested 
fines  for  violation  of  the  liquor 
law  which  usually  amount  to  lit¬ 
tle  more  than  nuisance  to  the 
guilty  parties.  Selling  liquor  is  a 
deliberate  violation  of  (lie  law.  It 
is  our  opinion  that  more  than 
fines  is  a  needed  remedy. 

We  noticed  recently  where  one 
man  was  fined  $500  and  coni  in 
two  cases  and  sentenced  to  three 
months  on  the  county  roads.  How¬ 
ever.  the  judge  suspended  all  of 
the  jail  term  and  all  of  the  fine 
except  $150  for  each  charge. 

The  news  dispatch  further  stated 
that  another  defendant  was  given 
llie  same  sentence  and  the  same 
susperifiioh.'  The  second  defendant 
was  a  second  offender.
